1 . The amendment received on 12/1 1/00 has been entered and carefully considered. Claims 
1-39 are still pending in the application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and 
distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

In claim 1; 

lines 5, 10, 15 and 20, the reference to "optionally" makes the language of the claims 
vague and indefinite and, in fact, may take away crucial limitations from the claims; 
line 5, "said outgoing digital signals" lacks proper antecedent basis, 
line 20, the reference to "said original reply digital signal" lacks proper antecedent basis;
